AN ACT Relating to warmwater fish culture; anmendi ng RCW77. 44. 050
and 77.32.440; and declaring an energency.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW77.44.050 and 1996 ¢ 222 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

The warm water ganme fish account is hereby created in the state
wldlife fund. Moneys in the account are subject to |egislative
appropriation and shall be used for the purpose of funding the warm
wat er ganme fish enhancenent program including the devel opment of warm
water pond and |ake habitat, culture of warm water gane fish,
i nprovenent of warmwater fish habitat, nmanagement of warm water fish
popul ations, and other practical activities that wll inprove the
fishing for warmwater fish. Funds ((f+emthe)) for warm water gane
fish ((sureharge)) as provided in RCW 77.32.440 shall not serve as
repl acenent funding for departnent-operated warm water fish projects

exi sting on Decenber 31, 1994( (—Funds—f+roemthe—warmwater—gare—fish
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i )). except that an anpunt
not to exceed ninety-one thousand dollars nmay be used for warm water
fish culture at the Rod Meseberg warm water fish production facility

during the biennium endi ng June 30, 2001.

Sec. 2. RCW77.32.440 and 1998 ¢ 191 s 13 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The comm ssion shall adopt rules to continue funding current
enhancenment prograns at | evels equal to the participation of |icensees
in each of the individual enhancenent prograns. Al l enhancenent
funding will continue to be deposited directly into the individua
accounts created for each enhancenent.

(2) I'n inplenenting subsection (1) of this section with regard to
war mwat er gane fish, the departnent shall ((+nat+alby)) deposit in the

war mwat er gane fi sh account ((6-5+2perecent—ofthefundsrecetvedi+om
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sheH-i+sh—eoenbinatt+ontiecense—Fhe percentage—+nrt+alty)) the sum of

one mllion two hundred fifty thousand dollars each fiscal year during
the fiscal years 1999 and 2000, based on two hundred fifty thousand
warm wat er angl ers. Beginning in fiscal year 2001, and each year
thereafter, the deposit to the warmwater gane fish account established
in this subsection shall be adjusted annually to reflect the actua
nunbers of |icense holders fishing for warmwat er gane fi sh based on an
annual survey of licensed anglers fromthe previous year conducted by
t he departnment beginning with the April 1, ((2600)) 1999, to March 31,
